During the past year the writer has undertaken to organize this first ed- 
ition of the bibliography, 

A variety of methods was used to gather the bibliography entries, In the 
U.S.A., colleagues at The University of lowa nominated books to be included 
and suggested colleagues at other universities to review and nominate other 


entries, In addition to this, Professor Oliver Gibson of the State University of 


New York at Buffalo, allowed the inclusion of his “classic” list nominated by

In Canada, Australia and New Zealand, various professors nominated
